Dear Friends: 


We welcome you to the 27th season of Bay Chamber Concerts’ Summer Series. 
Old friends will notice a number of innovations and additions this year including this 
new program booklet of which we are very proud. The cover has been designed by 
Rockport artist Anne Kilham. It is so attractive that Bay Chamber Concerts has printed 
lovely note cards with the same design which are available for sale. One advantage of 
our new program is that it allows you to see the entire summer's programs at a glance. 
It also gives you biographical information about the talented musicians who are per- 
forming this summer. 

Based on the overwhelming demand for tickets over the last several summers, Bay 
Chamber Concerts has gone to a two-concert-per-week format (Thursday and Fridays) 
during the five busiest weeks of the season (from July 23 through August 21). This pro- 
vides added convenience for concert goers who may be busy on one of the evenings 
but can come to the Opera House on the other. We will try to accommodate all ex- 
change requests. Please notify us at least three days prior to the concerts involved in 
the exchange. We are very grateful to the Presser Foundation, the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts, and the Maine Arts Commission for helping to underwrite the addi- 
tional expenses of these concerts. As in previous years, we urge you to call us at 
236-2823 if you cannot use your tickets. By allowing us to resell your tickets, you are con- 
tributing to the Bay Chamber Concerts’ Scholarship Fund. We will be sure to provide 
you with a receipt. 

This is the first year in which we will be presenting the Andrew Wolf Chamber 
Music Award. This $10,000 prize, which many of you helped to make possible, was 
established to honor Bay Chamber Concerts’ late Artistic Director and resident 
pianist. It will be presented to an outstanding pianist, under the age of 40, who has 
made a significant contribution and commitment to chamber music. The award will 
be presented to the recipient on Thursday, August 6 at a special ceremony and the 
winner will perform on that evening and the next night, Friday, August 7. 

Each Thursday, we hope that many of you will be able to attend composer Hugo 
Weisgall's free pre-concert lectures at 7 p.m. in the Opera House. After the Thursday 
concert, everyone is invited to a reception at the Maine Coast Artists Gallery down the 
street. Before each Friday night program, a light dinner will be served in the lower 
level of the Opera House between 6 p.m. and 7:45 p.m. for a donation of $10. A reser- 
vation will be required by noon on Thursday. 

For those of you who are travelling around the Maine coast, we would like to bring 
your attention to additional chamber music concerts which are presented by our musi- 
Clans in conjunction with other festivals. We perform in Blue Hill, in Machias, and on 
Vinalhaven and North Haven Islands. Further information about these concerts may 
be obtained by calling the Bay Chamber Concerts’ office at 236-2823.

Meet the Artists..... 


THE VERMEER QUARTET returns to the Rockport Opera House for its four- 
teenth season with Bay Chamber Concerts. Formed at the Marboro festival in 
1970, and considered one of the world's finest chamber ensembles, the quartet 
has performed in major cities in North America, Europe, Israel and Australia and 
at important international festivals and records on several labels. The quartet 
serves on the Resident Artist Faculty at Northern Illinois University at DeKalb 
and is also the resident quartet for Chamber Music Chicago. ....A founding 
member of the quartet, violinist SHMUEL ASHKENASI studied with Efrem 
Zimbalist at the Curtis Institute of Music. A highly acclaimed prize winner of the 
Tchaikovsky Competition in Moscow, he has won numerous international 
awards and performed as a soloist here and abroad. He has recorded extensively 
as a soloist and member of the Vermeer Quartet. .... Violinist PIERRE MENARD, 
a founding member of the quartet, studied at Juilliard, has won several Canadian 
music prizes, was the concertmaster of the Nashville Symphony, and was the 
first violinist of the Nashville String Quartet. ....The newest member of the 
quartet, violist RICHARD YOUNG, had a distinguished career as a violinist 
before joining the ensemble in 1985. He was a member of the New Hungarian 
Quartet and the Rogeri Trio, was former chairman of the string department at 
Oberlin Conservatory of Music, has appeared in many summer festivals and has 
made numerous recordings. ....Cellist MARC JOHNSON studied at the Eastman 
School and was the youngest member of the Rochester Philharmonic. He has ap- 
peared as a soloist with leading American and European orchestras and has won 
the Washington International Competition. Johnson was also a member of the 
Pittsburgh Symphony. 


THOMAS WOLF, flutist, is the Artistic Director of Bay Chamber Concerts of 
which he is a co-founder. He debuted with the Philadelphia Orchestra when he 
was 16 years old and has performed extensively as a chamber musician and as 
principal flutist with the Goldovsky Opera Theater. The author of several books 
on arts management, he is listed in the International Who's Who of Music and is a 
well known arts consultant and lecturer. 


DAVID ABBOTT, pianist, a member of the Idyllwild Trio, is on the music faculty 
of the newly formed Idyllwild School of Music and Art in California and per- 
formed and taught in New York City for ten years. A graduate of the Eastman 
School of Music and Juilliard, he was the triple prize winner of the 1980 Interna- 
tional Music Competition in Geneva. 


EDMUND BATTERSBY, pianist, is a graduate of the Juilliard School. He has 
toured extensively, performed with the Aeolian Chamber Players, Tokyo String 
Quartet, Sylvan Wind Quintet and is on the faculty of Montclair State College. A 
former member of the Kneisel Hall Summer Music School in Blue Hill, Battersby 
will be touring the Soviet Union after his performance with Bay Chamber Con- 
certs this summer. 


PAULETTE BOWES has played the clarinet with numerous orchestras, and wind 
ensembles and is the director of the All Newton Music School. She was formerly

THE HANDEL AND HAYDN ENSEMBLE is comprised of members of the 
Handel and Haydn Society, famous for its presentation of Baroque Music. 
Harpsichordist JAMES DAVID CHRISTIE, a well-known organist, has won 
several prestigious prizes and recorded extensively. He is a founding member of 
the early music ensemble Abendmusik, and teaches organ at several 
Massachusetts colleges. Cellist KAREN KADERAVEK, a soloist and chamber 
musician specializing in early music, is a member of The Champlain Trio and a 
founding member of the Vaener String Trio. Baroque Flutist CHRISTOPHER 
KRUEGER, a member of the Emmanuel Wind Quintet, the Smithsonian 
Chamber Players and the Bach Ensemble, is principal flutist with the New 
Hampshire Symphony and the Boston Early Music Festival Orchestra. Violinist 
DANIEL STEPNER performs with the Lydian String Quartet, the Boston 
Museum Trio, and Banchetto Musicale and is on the staff of the Eastman School 
of Music. 


RONALD HAROUTUNIAN, bassoonist with the Boston Pops Esplanade 
Orchestra, is the principal bassoon with the Pro Arte Chamber Orchestra of 
Boston. A graduate of the New England Conservatory, he performed as a prin- 
cipal bassoon with the Hartford Symphony Orchestra during the 1986-87 season. 


LEONARD HOKANSON, a native of Vinalhaven, is the resident pianist with Bay 
Chamber Concerts. Internationally recognized as a soloist with orchestras and 
chamber groups, he is a founding member of the Odeon Trio. He appears 
regularly in performances of the song cycles of Schubert and Schumann with 
German baritone Hermann Prey. Back in the U.S. after living abroad for many 
years, Hokanson is on the faculty of the Indiana School of Music at Bloomington. 


DAVID JOLLEY, french horn, performs with the Dorian Quintet and is a 
founding member of the Orpheus Ensemble. He recently completed a series of 
recordings of Mozart horn concertos for Deutsche Grammophon. Jolley has per- 
formed at Marlboro and other prestigious summer festivals and is on the faculty 
of the Manhattan School of Music and Mannes College of Music in New York. 


BARBARA LAFITTE, oboist, has appeared in the Bay Chamber Concerts’ sum- 
mer and winter series. She has performed throughout New England with 
numerous ensembles and is principal oboist with the Rhode Island Philhar- 
monic. Lafitte teaches at Brown University and Rhode Island College and has 
been a member of the New England Woodwind Quintet. 


ROY MALAN, violinist, first appeared with Bay Chamber Concerts in 1966 and 
has returned often. He studied at Juilliard and the Curtis Institute of Music with 
Efrem Zimbalist about whom he has written a biography. He performs with a 
faculty string quartet at the University of California at Santa Cruz and teaches

violin at Stanford University. Malan will be playing and teaching at the Rocky 
Ridge Music Center in Estes Park, Colorado this summer. 


BARBARA STEIN MALLOW, cello, is a frequent guest artist at Bay Chamber 
Concerts and is on the faculty of the Kneisel Hall Summer Music School in Blue 
Hill and the Aaron Copland School of Music at Queens College. She is a member 
of the Chamber Arts Trio, the Lillian Fuchs Trio and the Chamlumeau Trio. 


PAMELA PAIKIN is principal french hornist with the Boston Ballet, the Handel 
and Haydn Society and Worcester Symphony and plays natural horn with 
Banchetto Musicale and the Connecticut Early Music Festival. She is a founding 
member of the New England Woodwind Quintet and is a member of the All 
Newton Music School Faculty and a frequent guest artist with Bay Chamber 
Concerts. 


LESLIE PARNAS, cellist, has appeared with leading orchestras including the 
New York Philharmonic, Philadelphia Orchestra, and the National, Boston and 
St. Louis Symphonies. Parnas has participated in leading festivals such as 
Marlboro, Tanglewood, Casals, and the Festival of Two Worlds in Spoleto. He is 
a member of the prestigious Lincoln Center Chamber Music Society and has 
recorded on leading labels. Parnas plays a famous '’Rosette'’ Gofriller cello dated 
1698.
